It Is to Be Fired at the Incoming 
City Administration—Application 
tothe Supreme Court to Deter- 
mine the Legality of the New 
Charter. 


The Associated Press telegram 
from Sacramento, published in Tae 
Times yesterday morning, to the 
effect that a writ had deen 
issued by the Supreme Court, at 
the instance of J. Marion Brooks, re- 
straining Assessor John Fischer from 
discharging his duties, until the legal- 
ity of the new charter can be tested, 
was the ceneral topic of conversation 
on the streets yesterday, and caused 
something of a sensation in political 
circles. The first intimation of any- 
thing of the kind was published in Tur 
Times a week or ton days ago. 
When it was stated that something of 
the kind was being prepared, but the 
exact nature of the proceel'ngs and 
che name of the attorney coula not be 
given, as those matters were kept 
secret. It is certain, bowe er, that 
the scheme was discussed by the Dem- 
ocratic City Central Committee, and 
was also talked of in the Ivoquois Club, 
and has had the quasi-indorserment of 
most of the Democratic politicians in 
the city, from the ayor down. 


| Brooks is merely regarded as the tool 


in the matter, or rather the figure-head, 
put forward by the bigger men behind 
him, who do not wish to be identified 
with any movement having the appear- 


' ance of an effort to defeat the will of 


the people, as they dread the conse- 
quences in the event of failure. 

The petition as presented to the 
Supreme Court by Brooks is, in brief, 
to the effect that the charter is uncon- 
stitational, never having been ‘‘sub- 


to the Legislature of the State 


California for its approval or re- 
jection as vided by section 8 of 
article 11 the Constitution; that 
neither the said resolution nor the 
said charter was ever read on three 
several days in each house, nor was 
either declared a case of urgency: 
that neither said resolution nor sa d 
charter was ever presented to the 
Governor of the State of California for 
his approval or rejection, nor were 
they, nor either of them, — or ap- 
a by said Governor. r. Brooks 
n his petition further sets forth that, 
as the Assessor commences his work on 
the first Monday in March, and is there- 
fore working under thenew charter, and 
that the matter is ome of great public 
importance, and that he has no plain, 
speedy or adequate remedy, he there- | 
fore prays for an alternative writ of 
prohibition, commanding the defend- 
ant to refrain from further preceeding 
in the matter specified herein until 
the further order of the court, and to 
show cause before this court, at a time 
and place specified in the writ, why he 
should not be absolutely restrained 
from any further proceedings in said 
mutter.“ 


Up to last night Mr. Fischer had not 
been served with any writ, and was in- 
clined to regard the whole thing as a 
bluff. ere is, however, something 
in it, for Mayor Bryson said that the 
writ would be served at 9 o’clock this 
morning, and various other prominent

The lawyer who is really 
working up the case is W. T. Baggett, 
and it is claimed that similar proceed- 
1 are to be instituted in regard to 
of the new charters passed by the 
late Legislature.

nie Tries the Effect of a Habeas 


Corpus. 

Child-beater Kolb Was brought be- 
fore Judge McKinley late yesterday 
afternoon on a writ of habeas corpus. 
Ile is the man, it will be remembered, 
whom Justice Austin sentenced to 100 
days in jail, for beating bis little sick 
child, two hours before it died. He 
has been in jail some weeks, but his 
parental solicitude. is such for the 
other children, whom he has so care- 
fully and tenderly beaten, that he de- 
sires to be released from the balance 
of his sentence, in order that he may 
neglect no opportunities for kickin 
and cufling them about. While in j 
he necessarily can only jot down occa- 
sions for display of brutality, to be 
followed up afcer freedom is once more 
his. Kolb was present in the court- 
room, and a row of four little children 
occupied a back seat, looking trem- 
blingly at the brutish features and 
crusily ignorant author of their being. 
Kolb had picked up a “*jim-crow”’ law- 
yer some place, who presented a peti- 
tion long asthe moral law, and in it 
coolly requested the Judge to try Kolb 
over again, as he had been unfairly 
tried by Justice Austin. 

Judge McKinley smilingly declined 
to try the prisoner, but suggested that 
he would hear the counsel upon a prop- 
osition that was not quite so broad. 

The attorney then went on to al- 
lege that Kolb had had no trial before 
Justics Austin, and could not be con- 
fined without a trial. He said that the 
record showed that Kolb entered a plea 
of guilty when he did not, or if he did, 
was ignorant of what he was doing 
owing to his unfamiliarity with Eng- 
lish; that Justice Austin refused to 
allow him to withdraw bis plea and 
sent him 

Deputy District Attorney McComas 
replied that Austin had given Kolb 
every legal right; that he entered a 
plea of guilty that some witnesses 
wera examined before the plea was 
entered. 

The Court denied the writ and Kolb, 
the miserable excuse of a man, went 
back to jail. 


TRIED FOR BURGLARY, 


But the Evidence Was Not Quite 
, Scrong Enough. 

J. T. Williams, who is red-headed 
and long, was tried before Judge Me- 
Kinley yesterday on a charge of burg- 
lary. He was held by the Justice on a 
complaint alleging that he entered 
Mr. Sumner’s house in East Los An- 
geles and stole a suit of clothes. The 
case occupied most of the afternoon, 
the State being represented by Deputy 
District Attorney McComas, and the 
defense by Attorney Peyton. 

The evidence was ‘circumstantial.. 
Williams and a man nhauied Dawson 
were at the house in the day time and 
at dusk. At that time thev were ob- 
served, and halted as they were goin 
away. Dawson had @ bundle, whi 
afterward proved to be the stolen 
suit of clothes.

He 
explained his movements on the wit- 
ness stand, saying that he had not 
knowh Dawson long, but they were 
drinking heavily that day. He 
went to the house to look for a con- 
tractor named Beatty, for the purpose 
of trying to get work. iain

THE POLICE QUESTION. 


thé feWcity administration comes 
into power today, and considerable in- 
4 ifested regarding the na- 
ture of the appointments which will be 
made, more especially to the Police 
Commission. It is believed that the 
slate agreed upon at the caucus still 
holds, with exception of the substitu- 
tion of the name of Maj. W. C. 
Furtey for that of Gen. Johnson. 

Thete have been some rumors afloat 
to the effect that the office of Chief of 
Police ig again to be run in the inter- 
est of ere and bad characters 
generally. We cannot attach any 
eredence té this report, for the reason 
that the gentlemen named for the 
office of Police Commissioners are 
known to be in favor of good govern- 
ment, especially the latest appointee, 
Maj. Furrey. who has expressed him- 
self strongly and publicly on the sub- 
ject, and further, because the follow- 
ing of any other course would be 
perfectly disastrous to the local Re- 
publican party. 

Among other names for Chief of 
Police, that of J. F. Burns, has been 
mentioned. THe Tres has fully in- 
vestigated this gentleman’s record, 
and has no hesitation in declaring 
that he is not the man for the place. 
His affiliations are largely with the 
gambling element. It is charged that 
he was formerly a partner in a gam- 
bling house in this city. It is a fact 
that he was once arrested in a raid on 
a Los Angeles gambling game. Now, 
it is not necessary to waste words, in 
order to prove that the appointment 
of such & man will not do. The man 
who holds his hands behind him and 
takes bribes from gamblers and bad 
characters, is their siave. Such a 
man must not be Chief of Police. The 
result would be merely a repetition of 
the old, wearisome, disgusting scan- 
dals of the Cuddy and other police 
régimes, with all their nauseous ex- 
posures of corruption, of which our 
decent citizens are so heartily sick. 
There is no need to say that the re- 
sult of such a state of affairs would be 
the disastrous—and deserved—defeat 
of the Republican party at the next 
municipal election. 

As we have already remarked, wedo 
not believe that there is any danger of 
such unfavorable developments as 
these, but it is well to mention these 
things, in order that nobody may plead 
the baby-act and represent that he did 
not understand the consequences of 
his action. 

The persons who are responsible fo 
the appointment of a good Chief of 
Police—and consequently for 
maintenance of good order and the 
enforcement of the laws—are the Po- 
lice Commissioners. The public un- 
derstand this and will hold those gen- 
tlemen strictly to account for their 
actions. 


IS THE PROPOSED COUNTY DIVIS- 
ION LEGAL? 5 


TRE Tt, while perfectly willing 
to allow both sides a fair show, has 
been opposed from the start to the 
proposition to divide the county of 
Los Angeles, because: 

First—Plain justice (independent of 
the any express law) seemed to de- 
mand that the wishes of a majority of 
the residents thereof, who are respon- 
sible for its municipal importance and 
wealth, should be considered before 
either one should be lessened by seg- 
regation; and, | 

Second—The overwhelming opposi- 
tion to the measure indicated that its 
enactment by the Legislature would 
be a positive disobeyal of or refusal to 
listen to the popular voice. 

The legislative body has, however, 
for reasons unnecessary to recount, 
passed a bill, which afterward received 
the unanimous approval of the dual 
Governor, by which it is attempted to 
create the county of Orange out of a 
specified portion of the present mag- 
nificent county of Los Angeles. Tun 
Tres lays no claim, whatever other 
virtues it possesses, to any deep legal 
learning, but wishes at this time to 
suggest that the bill referred to may, 
fortunately, be stillborn, because un- 
constitutional and upon the following 
ground: 

Laying aside for the purposes of the 
present any other features that may 
be repulsive tothe law, it seems that 
the supreme judicial tribunal of this 
State has had before it one question 
that arises in the discussion of the 
Orange County Bill, and which must 
be decisive. We refer to that provis- 
ion in the bill which submits the ques- 
tion of its adoption or rejection to the 
popular vote. It is made the duty of 
the commissioners appointed under its 
provisions to call a popular election of 
the people within the proposed county, 
who shall decide whether it meets

shall issue a proclamation declaring 
the law to be in effect and the county 
of Orange a recognized subdivision of 
the State. Otherwise the law shall be 


county will be permitted to re- 
main as it is. The fact that 
the law does not aflow the other 
voters of this county, but only those 
of the new county, a vote, may not be 
legal—certainly is not just; but the 
only objection to which we ‘now allude 
is the fact that it is submitted to the 
people at all. We consider this part 
of the bill as unauthorized, and work- 
ing a nullity of the whole, for two 
reasons: 

First—Because the Supreme Court 
of this State has said so in effect; and 

Second—Because it is delegating to 
the people, or some of them, the power 
of passing upon the expediency or 
wisdom of a proposed law, of which 
the law-making power, to wit, the 
Legislature, is the sole and only con- 
stitutional judge. 

Not only is it fundamental law, but 
law that the most ordinary layman can 
understand, that those powers not ex- 
pressly prohibited or reserved to the 
people by the Constitution, are de- 
volved on the Legislature, and that, as 
to those with respect whereof the peo- 
ple have placed the responsibility upon 
the Legislature, the latter cannot by 
any hocus or legerdemain whatsover 

return it to the people. : 

In other words, in the language of 
the Supreme Court of this State, in 
the forty-eighth volume of the Califor- 
nia Reports, ex parte Wall, per Mr. 
Justice McKinstry, at page 314: 

While the power and responsibility 
of legislation remain where the Con- 
stitution has placed them, a proposed 
measure, before it can become a law, 
must pass through the ordeal of a pub- 
lic discussion in the Legislature, It 
is urged, however, that for the Legis- 
lature to enact a law that shall take 
effect provided the people of the State, 
or of a district, shall vote for it, is not 
to delegate the law-making power. 
This position has been upheld by courts 
of high character, but I think the de- 
cisions in which it has been denied are 
sustained by the better reason. The 
Legislature cannot transfer to others 
the responsibility of deciding what 
legislation is expedient or proper. 
" To say that the Legis- 
lature may deem a law expedient, pro- 
vided the people shall deem it ex- 
pedient, is to suggest an abandonment 
of the legislative functions by those 
to whose wisdom and patriotism the 
Constitution has intrusted the preroga- 
tive of determining whether a law is 
or is not expedient.”’ 

In addition to the objections of in- 
justice and unpopularity, the one of 
invalidity above referred can be made, 
the proper steps should be taken to 
invoke the decision of the courts as 
to whether an enactment so trebly ob- 
noxious should be enforced.

WASHINGTON, March 8.—{Corre- 
spondence of THe Trues.] There are 
a good many people in Washington 


just now who want offices; and just as 


fast as they can get the. opportunity, 
they are telling President Harrison 
about it. Many of them had a chance 
to make their wishes known yesterday, 
in the Cabinet room at -the White | 
House. The President deyoted more 
of his time to business and less to the 
torment of handshaking than he had 
previously done, but he shook many 
hands, nevertheless.

Little more than the time for stating 
their business was pres to anybody.

There are some astoni-hing reasons 
given why offices should be awarded to 
certain persons. A letter came yester- 
day which, though not addressed to the 
President, was intended to reach his 
eye eventually. “I have paid taxes 
cheerfully and with respect,” it said, 
„Tor the past fifty-founyears. During 
the civil war I wascalled upon to serve 
my country as a soldier. Because of 
my family, I was unable to go in the 
army, but I bought a substitute and 
paid $1000 for him.“ Upon these cir- 
cumstances the writer based his claim 
for office.
